Stirring Finish in Falls City Han- 
dicap, Guest of Honor Tri- 
umphing Over Audacious. 



After Another Rich Kentucky Prize 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 7— An enthusias- 
tic and representatively large attendance 
was on hand at Churchill Downs to welcome 
the return of racing here this afternoon, al- 
beit wintry blasts which wafted over the 
course and track conditions 'were anything 
but conducive to bring out the stars in con- 
test. The unusually large gathering at the 
track this afternoon indicates that interest 
in the sport has not lessened and the ten- 
day period here, which concludes racing in 
Kentucky for this year, will find a generous 
patronage. 

The Falls City Handicap, with $5,0C0 added 
and worth $5,060 net to the winner, brought 
out a field of five starters. In Memoriam, Oui 
Oui and Whiskaway being among the ab- 
sentees from the original entry list. In Me- 
moriam would have been a starter had the 
going been other than heavy. The recently 
crowned king of three-year-olds is not partial 
to muddy going and fails to extend himself 
when he fails to get good footing. 

There was disappointment because of his 
absence, for there was a genuine curiosity 
by the racing public here to see the recent 
conqueror of Zev and My Own perform. 

As a contest the Falls City Handicap did 
not suffer by the absence of the stars, for a 
brilliant finish ensued, with the winner turn- 
ing up in Guest of Honor, which beat home 
Audacious by a neck, with Cherry Tree the 
same margin in back of the pair and coming 
like a whirlwind. 

AUDACIOUS RACES WELL. 

Lord Granite and Audacious alternated 
as leaders, the former retiring after reach- 
ing the stretch, but Audacious held on ten- 
aciously and only gave way in the last sev- 
enty yards to Guest of Honor's rush. Cherry 
Tree, which had been allowed to drop out 
of it in the early part under McDermott’s 
confident riding, made a valiant effort to 
overhaul the leaders, but just missed getting 
up. Had McDermott made his effort a bit 
earlier he would probably have won. 

In tne Inaugural Purse, serving as the 
secondary feature. Post Haste was returned 
the winner after a well-sustained drive to 
outstay the fast finishing Pindar Peel. The 
latter was taken back by jockey Garner dur- 
ing the first three-eighths, but he came with 
a rush when urged hard in the stretch. Mar- 
vin May, which had teen an active factor 
for the first half mile, retired fast when the 
real racing began, but he was good enough to 
land in third place. 

E. Trotter made it a double for the after- 
noon when his colors in addition to being 
carried by Post Haste landed in front when 
carried by Ferguson in the second race. This 
brought out an average band of platers and 
Ferguson, after a slow beginning, managed 
to wear down Ben Bolt, which in the earlier 
stages had threatened a runaway race of it. 

PUBLIC BEGINS WELL. 

The public started off well when they con- 
centrated on Corinth in the initial dash, and 
the A. B. Hancock-owned one led for the 
entire way -to beat home Wilmer the Wizard 
and The Runt. Mom’s Boy, starting in this 
and making his debut to racing, performed 
like a comer and he would have been much 
closer up but for Scobie's action of pulling 
him up in the stretch to a walk. 

J. H. Louchheim’s Blue Stone, which won 
the closing dash of the Latonia meeting, 
came right back with a winning performance 
ip the third race, which he won in runaway 
style, beating Golden Billows and Stump 
Jr. Blue Stone’s victory was anticipated, as 
he was an outstanding favorite. 

The running of the sixth brought in its 
wake the suspension of jockey Heupel for 
his attempted rough riding. He was given a 
term of five days by the stewards. He was 
astride Lady Fox and when leading in the 
stretch deliberately took her out of the 
good going into the deeper footing for the 
purpose of offering interference to Phil Mc- 
Cann, which then was contending with her. 
Defiant was the unexpected winner of the 
race, coming from far back in the last 
quarter. Rolling Wave was another to come 
fiom far back to land in second place. 

The closing dash fell to Rustem, which 
was hustled into a long lead and kept it. 
Nulli Secundus had little trouble outstaying 
the poor-ridden Flower Shop. 

Frank J. Bruen, general manager of the 
Havana track, was an arrival today from 
French Lick, Ind., and will stay for several 
days to do some missionary work on behalf 
of his association. Mr. Bruen feels sanguine 
of the success of the Havana racing this 
year. 



NEW YORK, N. Y„ Nov. 7.— Having taken 
first and second money in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes at Churchill Downs in 
1920 with Tryster and Grey Lag and repeated 
that stunt last year with Enchantment and 
Picketer, both of which bore the silks of 
Harry Payne Whitney, the owner in 1920 of 
Tryster, the East will make a formidable bid 
for the big end of the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes renewal this year. 

A gallop of one mile, the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes annually have a value of about 
$35,000. In three short years this special 
has not only become Kentucky’s most in- 
teresting and popular two-year-old race, but 
one of the most attractive of all American 
racing. In countrywide popularity it has 
taken rank with the Hopeful at Saratoga 
and the Belmont and Maryland Futurities. 
It has been the inspiration of the $10,000 
Junior Champion and the $5,000 Ardsley Han- 
dicap, Aqueduct’s and Yonkers’ mile dashes 
for two-year-olds. 

Eastern students, of the form concede the 
formidableness of Wise Counsellor, winner 
of the Cincinnati Trophy and the Queen City 
Handicap, also of Worthmore, the son of 
Thunderer, which won the Breeder’s Futurity 
at Lexington. Students of blood lines are 
rooting that Wise Counsellor may race on 
brilliantly over big distances and qualify for 
service at the stud, because, through him the 
almost extinct male thoroughbred line of 
Hanovers, Hindoo, Virgil and Vandal may be 
restored to American thoroughbreds produc- 
tion. Wise Counsellor goes back to Hanover 
through Mentor Blackstock. Blackstock, his 
granddad, a son of Hanover and Mannie Mim- 
yar, was bred like Hamburg. 

But Wise Counsellor will have six or seven 
formidable eastern colts to beat if he is to 
add the winner’s end of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes purse to the bank account of that 
sagacious veteran Kentucky horseman, J. S. 
Ward. Prospective opponents of his at 
Churchill Downs November 17, are Mr. Mutt 
and Fabian, winners of the Junior Champion 
Inaugural and the Ardsley Handicap ; Sun- 
flag and Sunspero of the stable of Gifford A. 
Cochran ; Mrs. Walter M. Jefford’s Diogenes, 
winner of the Hopeful at Saratoga ; Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Mint Briar,, son of Assagai 
and Sweetbriar a half brother of Sun Briar, 
and winner of the Kenne Memorial Revival 
at Belmont Park last spring ; Transmute, 
winner of the Hudson and Tremont Stakes ; 
Sun Pal, Mad Play, Sheridan, Hourmore, 
Bracadale, Happy Thoughts, Aga Khan, etc. 

Sarazen, ten times winner of the stable of 
Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, does not happen 
to be eligible. It is just as well for the other 
eligibles he is not, also for the stake. Max 
Ilirsch, trainer of this unbeaten gelding, has 
declared that he believes Sarazen capable of 
heating at one mile, weight or age, any horse 
of any age that has appeared in racing this 
year. Possibly he is right. 

The circumstance that Edward F. Simms’ 
Happy Thoughts, a daughter of Sir Martin 
and Gypsy Love, was licked by Sarazen in a 
match race of three-quarters at Laurel Park 
should not prejudice her chance at Louis- 
ville November 17. Kentuckians will see a 
runner of the Artful sort when Happy 
Thoughts strips. She is speed all over and 
a splendid type physically. There is plenty 
of her. She races close to the ground and 
fast. That she will go on a mile when she 
has no Sarazen to tiptoe her no man who 
has seen her race doubts. Possibly the slow 
going through which Sarazen and Happy 
Thoughts raced at Laurel Park handicapped 
her. It did not handicap Sarazen, which 
had previously demonstrated a decided lik- 
ing for racing through muddy going. 

Fabian, son of Ballot and Inspiration, is 
a half brother of Startle, the Kentucky Jock- 
ey Club Stakes winner of 1921. Fred Taral, 
acting for Victor Vivadou, bought Fabian 
from the H. H. Hewitt estate last spring. 



Given plenty of time he has developed a for- 
midable long-distance running talent and bids 
fair, because he has not been overworked, 
to make a first-rate three-year-olds. Fabian 
won the Ardsley Handicap away off and 
easily. 

Mr. Mutt, a son of Ballot and Eden Hall, 
one of the costly yearling buys of the year 
before last, was in this Ardsley Handicap 
with Fabian. Possibly he is the better of 
the two. He was trying to give Fabian eight 
pounds and pack little Merimee, one of the 
lightest jockeys of the metropolitan circuit. 
Sluggish always, Mr. Mutt is a horse for a 
rider of the Sande type. Light boys cannot 
keep him up in the first half-mile of his races.. 
With the ensrgetic Thurber on his back in 
the Junior Champion Mr. Mutt was never far 
from the pace and he raced easily over 
Bracadale, Sun Pal, Stanwix, Aga Khan and 
McAuliffe in the long Aqueduct homestretch. 
Mr. Mutt will go far next year if it does 
not develop that he was trained too early 
and too hard last spring, as Cartoonist, a 
splendid son of Celt and Honey Bee of the 
Mutt and Jeff Stable, to which he belongs, 
had. been a year ago last spring. Mr. Mutt 
is being pointed for the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes. He and the other members of 
his outfit will go into winter quarters at 
either Churchill Downs or Douglas Park 
after the running of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes. Possibly Mr. Mutt will prove 
the most formidable of Wise Counsellor’s 
eastern opponents November 17. 

Diogenes, still another son of Ballot — this 
has been a great year for Ballot two-year- 
olds — is home bred. Mrs. .Jeffords, Philadel- 
phia’s leading horsewoman, owns Smoky 
Lamp, his dam, and mated Smoky Lamp with 
Ballot on her own account. Smoky Lamp is 
a near relative of King James, whose fame 
as a racer has been brought out of oblivion 
this year by the brilliant performances of 
his My Own and his daughter My Dear. 
Diogenes hasn't been abused as young horses 
that discover such speed as he revealed in 
the early spring are apt to be. If he is not 
a long distance runner he is nothing else. 
His performance in the Hopeful at Saratoga 
was amazingly good. Away last and on the 
outside and taken up in the first fifty yards 
to prevent his boring in and piling up three 
or four of his opponents, he was racing last 
and on the outside at the turn out of the 
backstretch. He made the widest circuit of 
the fifteen starters in the bend. As he 
straightened for the run down the home- 
stretch, Diogenes was fifty yards behind the 
pace. But he raced down the middle of the 
track and won and one of the youngsters he 
licked was St. James, the son of Ambassador, 
that afterward won the Belmont Park Fu- 
turity. 

Ordinance, a son of Ormondale and Dona 
Roca, a colt bred on the female side like 
Don de Oro, Deldame and War Pennant, will 
be August Belmont’s starter if the chairman 
of the Jockey Club holds to his original plan 
of sending something out the week after next. 
Ordinance looked mighty good at Aqueduct 
in a gallop of three-quarters in which he 
raced easily away from Sherman, Samaritan 
and Mr. Mutt. Ordinance does not pick up as 
quickly in sprints of five furlongs and a half 
and three-quarters as does his handsome 
stable companion, Ladkin. But he comes on 
stoutly in the homestretch. 

Sun Pal, a son of Sun Briar and My Friend, 
is a mare of the family of Maskette, Donald 
Macdonald, Kinleydale, etc., looks like the 
best long distance runner of the baby sons 
of Sun Briar now in training. Under 117 
pounds he was the contender in the Ardsley 
Handicap. He was giving Fabian ten 
pounds and he beat Sting, the crack colt of 
the Butler stable, and Mr. Mutt. Sun Pal 
is owned by Lee Rosenberg, a New Yorker 
who has put about $100,000 in thoroughbreds 
of racing age in the course of the last year.

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 7.— It was another 
disagreeable day for the faithful at Pimlico 
this afternoon when there was a drop in 
the temperature and an occasional cold driz- 
zle of rain fell during the afternoon. The 
conditions resulted in several scratches, but 
good sport came oyt of the program and the 
day was marked by a double for the Frank 
J. Farrell silks and trainer Willie Knapp 
when the two-year-old Time Exposure was 
winner from a fine band of juveniles and 
Horologe followed by taking down a mile 
and an eighth claiming race. Pony McAtee 
shared in this double, for he had both mounts 
and on each occasion the winner met with 
an interference that made necessary skillful 
riding to make the victory certain. 

In the mile and an eighth race Advocate 
bumped Horologe sharply as he left the bar- 
rier and he was knocked back until he had 
a big gap to close, while in the juvenile race 
Time Exposure stumbled so badly at the 
start that he appeared to have scant winning 
chance. 

McAtee was patient with Horologe and. 
timing his move nicely in the backstretch, ha 
sent him along on the outside until he had 
overtaken the leaders, and when he had 
passed Advocate, the one that had teen 
showing the way, he eased him slightly and 
gave him a breathing spell. 

This gave him ample time for his run 
through the stretch, and he was under re- 
straint at the end, while W r rangle, after hav- 
ing been last through the early stages, closed 
a big gap to beat Jacqueline Julian for sec- 
ond place and Lad's Love was fourth after 
having raced prominently all the way. Ad- 
vocate quit badly after his term of pace- 
making and Faith was never a serious con- 
tender. 

THREE GRADED HANDICAPS. 

There were three graded handicaps ove* 
the mile and seventy yards distance and the 
first of these fell to Joseph E. Davis’ Repara- 
tion when he led home J. S. Cosden's Golden 
Rule, with H. P. Whitney’s Transom beat- 
ing the Lilane Stable's Sunsini for third. 
The start was a good one and Thurber at 
once sent Reparation to the front and the 
son of Trojan was good enough to make 
every post a winning one. 

Golden Rule was as consistently second 
all the way and Transom to be third closed 
some ground. Opperman, after a little flash 
of speed, dropped back badly, while Sunsini 
did not seem to have any good excuse, ex- 
cept that he was raced along on the inside 
in the deepest part of the going. 

The performance of Ten Minutes in this 
was particularly disappointing, for beginning 
slowly he showed scant speed and there was 
no time that he was in a contending posi- 
tion. 

The second of the graded handicaps went 
to Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Mis3 Smith, 
when by a sensational run through the 
stretch she beat home E. K. Bryson’s Setting 
Sun, and the Kenton Stable's Fair Gain was 
third, ahead of J. S. Cosden’s Blazes. It was 
Blazes that cut oiit the pace, but Peddler 
went right after him, while Miss Smith 
dropped back rather badly after-leaving with 
the pacemakers. Setting Sun made a bold 
challenge leaving the backstretch when ha 
circled around until he was with the tiring 
leaders. Then Miss Smith, after she seemed 
beaten, dashed around on the outside herself, 
caught Setting Sun an eighth out and went 
on, but right at the end Taylor was easing 
her slightly and there was an uneasy mo- 
ment when Setting Sun came again and tha 
filly was only winner by a neck. 

The steeplechase of the day was over tha 
two and a half mile course, for selling plat- 
ers, and William Garth saddled another win- 
ner for J. S. Cosden when he sent Sea Master 
to the post. A. Read's imported mare Hu- 
onora was second and W. G. Wilson's Brig- 
anna the one to finish third. Vox Populi II. • 
unseated Kleeger at the fifteenth jump, while 
the Riverdale Stable's Dandy finished on 
three legs and it appeared that he had dis- 
located the fetlock joint of his off hind log. 

Chuckle was the one to cut out the pace 
for a turn and a half of the course, but Hu- 
onora went right along with him. Beck was 
another that showed speed for a turn of the 
course. Kennedy was rating Sea Master 
along some lengths back of the pace and had 
him under a nice steadying restraint, while 
Ferguson permitted Briganna to drop far 
out of it in the early stages. 

It was going into the last turn of the field 
that Chuckle weakened and Huonora drew 
away into a good lead.

Kentucky had its day Saturday when In 
Memoriam was an easy winner from Zev and 
My Own in the running of the Latonia Cham- 
pionship Stakes, while Edward R. Bradley s 
Beau Butler was taking the rich Pimlico Fu 
turity in Maryland. Tuesday Virginia came 
into her own and put it over on Kentucky 
when Fred Musante's My Dear, a sister to My 
Own, was an easy winner cf the mile and a 
half of the Bowie Handicap, while Chacolet, 
the Hal Price Headley mare that was the pride 
of Kentucky, failed to finish “in the money." 

It is just this that makes racing, and it will 
ever be so. No reasoning will explain the 
running of the Latonia Championship, with 
Zev sad My Own so thoroughly beaten by In 
Memoriam, in the light of what all three ol 
these colts had accomplished earlier in the 



In the Kentucky Special In Memoriam, wher | 
he appeared a sure winner in the stretch, fell 
a victim to the rush of Chacolet. In the 
Kentucky Derby he was thoroughly beaten by 
by Zev and several others in the field. Then 
he comes out and turns the tables on Zev. My 
Own in the unbeaten record of the year ran ® 
brilliant race over the mile and three-quarters 
distance to win the Saratoga Cup from Bunt- 
ing and in just about four seconds faster than 
the time of the Latonia Championship, but in 
that he failed just at the point where he began 
to do his real running in the Saratoga race. 

It cannot be charged that any one of these 
is inconsistent, but the records of these races 
would almost make such a charge stand up. 

More and more the conviction is forced that 
Zev's best distance is a mile and that My Own 
has trained off from the form that was his 
when he took the measure of Bunting. It 
is known that the Whitney horse fell lame in 
the Saratoga Cup, but the race was one to 
indicate that he could hardly have done better 
in any event. 

Coming down to the Bowie it was just about 
conclusively proved that My Dear is a better 
cup marc than Chacolet. It is true that she 
was in receipt of four pounds from the Headley 
mare, and four pounds counts for more in a 
mile and a half than it would at a shorter 
distance, but My Dear administered more than 
a four pounds’ beating to the Kentucky mare, 
and with the weights reversed My Dear would 
probably have been the winner. 

It is possible that the track condition may 
have had something to do with the result 
of the Bowie, but it was supposed, and the 
records would so show, that the thin mud was 
no handicap to Chacolet. My Dear in her long 
and honorable career has shown that she is a 
mud racer as well as a mare capable of gallop- 
ing all day over any sort of a track. So that 
the palm must go to the daughter of King 
James and Bettie Landon.

Hon. George Lambton Writes of 
Great American Jockey. 



“Better Than Tod Sloan on Hi* Host Day” — 
He Had Many Friends and His Great- 
est Enemy Has Himself.

The lion. George Lambton. one of the most 
roted trainers in England, pays a remarkable 
tribute to the American jockey, Danny 
Maher, once the idol of the British turf, in 
an article published in the I^ondon "Weekly 
Dispatch.” His eulogy of the gToat rider and 
his recollections of some of the great horses 
of that time follow : 

Danny Maher first came over to England 
in 1900. quite late in the season. He brought 
with him a great reputation from America 
and quickly showed that it was not a false 
one. From the first I liked his manners and 
his riding. The following year he again came 
to this country' and was first jockey to 
Blackwell's stable, Sir James Miller being 
the chief patron. The first classic winner 
he rode was Sir James’ Aida in the One 
Thousand Guineas. 

She was rather a flighty sort of filly, and 
her jockey showed that combination of 
delicate handling and strength, which put 
him at the top of his profession as long 
as he was able to ride. Rickaby, than whom 
there was no better judge of riding, said 
he was better than Tod Sloan on his best 
day. 

Sill JAMES A LUCKY MAX. 

Sir James Miller, a young man in the 
army-, was most ertraordinarily lucky on the 
turf, and at this moment he was just en- 
tering the y'ears of his greatest successes — 
without doubt they were largely due to his 
trainer, George Blackwell and his jockey. 
Never did two men work better together and 
they' had the greatest confidence in each 
other. When Danny took a fancy to a 
horse he wanted to be on his back every- 
day if possible, and when a jockey does 
this it is wonderful how much he can im- 
prove a horse. I know that Danny, when 
he rode for me. made one or two quite 
ordinary horses into good ones, and I am 
sure that Blackwell could tell the same 
story. 

Of course. Sir James Miller's best horse 
was Rock Sand, a bloodiike brown horse by 
Sainfoin and Roquebrune. From, his early 
days in training Rock Sand was the worst 
trotter I ever saw and did not move much 
better in his steady canters. Anyone who 
saw him hobbling along before he warmed 
up would have put him down as a hopeless 
screw. But when fully extended in a good 
galiop he was an excellent mover. He was 
only beaten once as a two-year-old and 
that was in the Middle Park Plate. Black- 
well, at that time, also trained for Sir Daniel 
Cooper, and he had the useful colt. Flotsam, 
in the race. I believe the two owners tossed 
up for Maher's services and Sir Daniel won. 
Rock Sand was a moderate third, although 
ridden by a good jockey', Lane, and Danny- 
squeezed Flotsam home by a head. Probably 
Rock Sand missed his old pilot, for this was 
not his true form, ajid he came out again for 
the Dewhurst Plate to win in a canter with 
Maher up. 

There is no doubt in my mind that Rock 
Sand was a better horse than Flotsam, but 
Dan Cooper would never admit this. They 
met again as three-year-olds in the Two 
Thousand Guineas; Danny was again up on 
Flotsam and Skeets Martin rode Rock Sand, 
who won cleverly by half a lenfth from 
Flotsam, on whom Danny rode a wonderful 
race. 

Zinfandel's only defeat was in the Cesare- 
witeli and that was perhaps his finest per- 
formance. Ridden by Morny Cannon, with 
115 pounds on his three-year-old back, in 
heavy ground, lie was just beaten by the 
aged horse. Grey Tick, carrying ninety-three 
pounds. But for Colonel McClamont’s death 
Zinfandel and not Rock Sand would prob- 
ably have been the hero of 1903. In the 
Coronation Cup, as a four-year-old, he beat 
both Sceptre and Rock Sand. For some rea- 
son or other he was a great failure at the 
stud, whereas Rock Sand was a great suc- 
cess. 

In thinking of these great horses I have 
strayed a long way from my own stable 
and Danny Maher, but at that time, owing 
to the epidemic of pink eye, my horses were 
useless and their doings of little interest. 

When Rickaby retired I got Maher to ride 
for me whenever possible, and eventually he 
became Lord Derby's first jockey. 

Certainly in his day as a jockey and a 
horseman he stands supreme in my opinion, 
and I think in that of every other man 
who then went racing. 

PRAISE FROM A RIVAL. 

I was talking to Frank Wootton the other 
day. who became his great rival, and he 
thinks he was a marvel, especially on courses 
like Newmarket, York and Ascot. When 
he first came to England he rode in pro- 
nounced American fashion, but he told me 
that he soon found out that this did not 
suit our race courses. He said it was all 
very well on American tracks, which were 
as level as a billiard table, but that on our 
courses, with their ups and downs and in- 
equalities of ground, it was impossible to 
get horses balanced again if once they 
changed their legs and rolled about. His 
seat was the perfect mixture of the old 
and the new style. His patience was won- 
derful, and nothing would induce him to 
ride a horse hard unless he had him going 
as he wanted. 

Sometimes this caused him to lie a long 
way out of his ground and occasionally it 
lost him a race, but this can be said of 
nearly all great jockeys. He was always 
a delicate man in a way, for even when I 
first knew him he was inclined to be con- 
sumptive, but this never prevented him from 
putting an extraordinary amount of devil 
and strength into his finishes, although I 
have often seen him speechless from want 
of breath after one of these efforts. Natu- 
rally he was the popular idol of the public 
and everyone conspired to turn his head, but 
he always remained the same pleasant, well- 
mannered man whom I first knew'. 

But there was one thing no one could 
make him do, and that was to take the 
care he ought to have done of his health. 
He had many good friends and some very 
bad ones. I think his greatest friend was 
“Skeets” Martin, but neither he nor anyone 
else could keep Danny from burning the 
candle at both ends, with the usual result, 
the end came too soon.

KENTUCKY’S NEW GOVERNOR 



Hon. W. Jason Field, Elected 
Tuesday, Favors Racing. 



Urm iu His ConYlctlon That People of Bine 
Crass State Are Satisfied with 
Existing Conditions. 




LEXINGTON, Ivy., Nov. 7.— The election of 
'William Jason Fields to be governor of 
Kentucky and of other Democrats to fill the 
roster of state offices, including a seat in the 
General Assembly that is to meet in January 
at Frankfort, is a great triumph for those 
who are interested in race horse breeding 
and horse racing, since it represents the 
unquestioned approval by the people of the 
law under which we have betting by the 
pari-mutuel method at the race courses in the 
state. When the late J. Campbell Cantrill 
entered the race for Democratic nominee for 
governor he declared himself to be opposed 
to repeal of the pari-mutuel act, which was 
being sought by a group of men at Louisville 
calling themselves the Anti-Race Track 
Gambling Commission of Kentucky. Alben 
W. Barkley, opponent of Cantrill. declared 
himself to be in favor of a repeal. Cantrill 
won by a majority of 9,000. Charles I. 
Dawson, backed by the forces in the Re- 
publican party opposed to repeal of the pari- 
mutuel law, had won his party’s nomination j 
at the June convention in Lexington and his 
party had turned down a plank calling for j 
repeal, but had committed its gubernatorial 
nominee to sign a repealer should it be 
passed by the General Assembly during the 
next four years. 

Fields had supported Cantrill for the 
Democratic nomination, and throughout the 
ninth congressional district, from which he 
had been six times elected to congress and 



The Seagram Stable retired to winter quarters at the conclusion of the autumn meeting 
of the Ontario Jockey Club at Woodbine Park. A review of its activities on the turf during 
the racing of 1923 reveals the fact this prominent Canadian establishment met with a poor 
measure cf success compared to its wonderful record of 1922. Last year the Seagram Stable 
won $63,465 and was twelfth on the list of the leading American owners. This year the 
stable earnings amount to $32,295. The failure of the Waterloo establishment is attributable 
to the failure of Golden Sphere, Brilliant Jester and other costly importations to race up to 
expectations. -There was, however, pleasing compensation for many reverses in Flowerful’s 
victory in the King’s Plate, the most coveted of all Canadian stake races. Flowerful was the 
chief winner from a monetary standpoint, while King's Court won the most races and was 
second in’ stable earnings.

In 
Memoriam, Untidy and Whiskaway were 
rated next best by the handicapper, each 
having seven pounds off scale. They* finished 
second, ninth and thirteenth respectively. In 
Memoriam may be said to have run the best 
race of any horse that started, but after 
looking all over a winner until a furlong 
from home, he faltered and was beaten — 
beaten by a quasi-brood mare that came 
from far back and just ran past all the 
ethers at the end of the contest, she having 
no less than twenty-three pounds off scale. 

It is needless to hold a post-mortem upon 
all the “dead ones” that ploughed home be- 
hind the leaders. Most of them gave melan- 
choly exhibitions. We may say that Vigil, 
which broke down in the race, had his ex- 
cuse. But could we legitimately expect any- 
thing of a colt that had been unable to win 
but one race in his last eleven? If we ex- 
amine the column headed “No. wins in recent 
starts,” however, we gain a still better in- 
sight into the lack of class of the field, as 
a lot. 

CHACOLET’S LIGHT WEIGHT. 

Let us consider for a moment the winner, 
Chacolet. Here is a mare, five years old, 
with 103 pounds up, whereas the scale re- 
quired her to carry 126 — she therefore having 
a twenty-three-pound pull in the weights. 
She is an imported animal and first raced 
in this country last year, when, as a four- 
year-old, she was able to win but twice and 
was seven times unplaced in eleven races, 
demonstrating not a stitch of class. . This 
season, while the chart showed her as win- 
ning five of her last thirteen starts, so poor 
were the quality of her performances that, 
with twenty-three pounds concession from 
the handicapper, she yet went to the post 
virtually at 22 to 1. What is more, if reports 
be correct— and I assume that it is in her 
case — she was considered of so little account 
as a race mare last spring that she was 
bred to Brown Prince II. and is now thought 
to be with foal by him — having been kept 
on racing in order to pick up a little money 
here and there as occasion offered. 

We might say that in one way the manage- 
ment of Chacolet was a brilliant instance of 
turf strategy on the part of her owner, Hal 
Price Headley, who made her the medium of 
one of the biggest and most sensational 
“coups” in handicap history*. But did Mr. 
Headley send the mare to the post with any 
particular confidence of her winning, after 
the manner of owners who have, by deep- 
laid plans and tactics worthy of a Turenne, 
elaborately worked up to such a consumma- 
tion? The information at hand does not 
solor the idea. 

A FUTILE DISTANCE. 

Much complaint has been heard from the 
few valiant and lonely souls who really 
cherish a desire for the improvement of the 
breed of horses — i. e., American thorough- 
breds — that so important an event as the 
Kentucky Special should be conditioned at so 
futile and hybrid a distance as a mile and 
three-sixteenths. Considering that it is not 
run until the season of frosts and fallen 
leaves, is for so immense a sum of money, is 
played up as a national affair and is sup- 
posed to test the capacities of the best horses 
in America, these unsatisfied ones have de- 
manded, and reiterated the demand, that tne 
race be conditioned at a milfe and a half at 
least, but preferably at a mile and six fur- 
longs, if not at two miles, or two and a 
quarter. 

But do these well-meaning but too vision- 
ary* and impracticable persons, realize what 
such a distance would do to such a field as 
started at Latonia? Considering the way 
in which they staggered home — all but the 
winner — at the end of a mile and three-six- 
teenths, how in the world would they ever 
have gone a mile and a half, to say nothing 
of two miles, or two and a quarter? Let us 
draw a veil over the tableau that must have 
eventuated. 

POORLY TRAINED AND RIDDEN. 

Yet — are our horses themselves so much 
to be faulted as the manner in which they 
are trained and ridden? They went away at 
Latonia full tilt and ran themselves into the 
ground as fast and furiously as possible and 
then the brood mare, w*hich had not over- 
exerted herself in the early stages, came 
along and choked them to death in the 
stretch. Not because she possessed any par- 
ticular class or speed, but because she was 
alive and they were dead — it amounted to 
that. The fact that the race was run in 
1:56%, the track record for the distance 
being 1 :56%, means nothing in particular. 
It is a hybrid distance at which few stake 
races are run, especially by the best horses. 

Oh, for the presence of a few real stake 
horses in such a race ! An Exterminator, 
Grey Lag, or Zev ; a Man o’ War, Sir Barton 



his first move with Sea Master and the four- 
year-old rapidly went into second place. Fer- 
guson followed suit with Briganna and she 
closed an immense gap in an eighth to put 
her in third position and well within striking 
distance. 

At the upper end of the field Huonora 
hung on remarkably well, considering the 
fact that she had kept up with the pace- 
maker, and Kennedy had to ride Sea Master 
vigorously before he had her headed. Brig- 
anna was also close after the imported mare, 
but she could not quite reach her, while Sea 
Master drew out right at the end to win by 
four lengths and Briganna was just a length 
and a half back of Huonora. Fifteen lengths 
| farther back came Beck and he easily teat 
home Chuckle. 

As the race was run it appeared that Hu- 
onora was probably best, but Cheyenne asked 
too much of her in forcing tne pace for such 
a long, trying journey through a field that 
was deep and soft from the recent rains. 

The opening race was a three-quarters 
dash for maidens of every age and it was a 
bit remarkable that it was a pair of two- 
year-olds that were fighting it out at the 
end when Frank Taylor’s Abu Ben Ahdem 
beat Edward F. Whitney's Suppliant and 
third place fell to W. C. Clancy’s Stony Point, 
a three-year-old son of Half Rock and Sum- 
mer Hill. 

Stony Point was the one to cut out the 
pace when Clarence Rummer got him away 
quickly, but he was never able to draw away 
from his opponents. Before the stretch was 
reached the field had closed on him and, 
while he fought along through the stretch 
under Rummer's drive, the two-year-olds 
easily drew away from him in the last eighth. 

It was Clancy's birthday and he rooted as 
he never rooted before to have Stony Point 
give him a birthday present. It meant some- 
thing to the genial Clancy, for in addition to 
November 7 being his natal day Stony Point 
is a colt that was bred by him, is owned and 
trained by him. 

Frank J. Farrell's Time Exposure won his 
fourth consecutive purse when he scored in 
the three-quarters for juveniles that was the 
third offering. It was by long odds his most 
impressive victory, for the reason that he 
stumbled so badly at the start as to have 
scant chance, and he also “grabbed” his 
quarters badly. 

Forced to race around on the outside he 
closed an immense gap and at the end was 
showing the way to Willis Sharpe Kilmer s 
Sunmagne, with Edward R. Bradley’s Batter 
Up saving third from Skirmisher and Briggs 
Buchanan was fifth. 

While Time Exposure was off so badly as 
a result of his stumble that was next to 
last in the field of nine that raced, Miss 
Cameo and Skirmisher were both away run- 
ning and each showed an abundance of speed 
in the going. The filly was clear and Skir- 
misher was nicely out from the others as 
they raced down the backstretch. 

Me A tee was forced to keep Time Exposure 
wide to find racing room, but when the colt 
settled into his real racing stride he circled 
around gallantly, until headed for home he 
was showing the way. McAtee eased up 
slightly as he had the others well beaten, 
but when Sunmagne came with a rush on 
the outside he had to shake the son of High 
Time up smartly to have him winner by a 
head, while the Kilmer filly was two lengths 
before Batter Up. 

A. J. Contento s Masquerado was winner 
of the Class C Handicap in a drive from 
Fornovo, while Ducks and Drakes was third. 
The winner was ridden by jockey T. Burns 
and came from behind the pace. Fornovo 
was rushed into the lead when Camouflage 
began to tire, but was unequal to the task of 
stalling off the winner. Ducks and Drakes 
closed a big gap to be third.

Something to give class, distinction, memo- 
rableness, to the event, instead of a herd of 
platers, supers and lizards. 

The story of the Kentucky Special should 
do something toward arousing those who 
control the conditions and the destinies of 
racing in this country to the shabby state of 
affairs that now prevails and spur them to 
some effort to ameliorate it. Never in the 
history of the American turf were great 
stakes so many, never Vere stake horses so 
few. When such races are possible as was 
the Kentucky Special, what hope is there for 
the future — unless there be a speedy and per- 
manent change in affairs?
